Just thought I would share with the group the story of restoring my 

30L-1, which I purchased in fairly good condition. Problem: low output 

(about 300 watts). I couldn't get the plate current, even out of dip, to rise 
up beyond about 325 mils. 


What's the natural guess? Bad tubes, of course. So I ordered 4 new 
JAN 811A's from a well-known source and installed them. Problem not 
solved. 


That called for major surgery. JI followed the Dennis Brothers video to the 
letter: installed an MOV, increased the capacity of the bias filter 
Capacitor, checked all the fuse resistors, etc. Still no luck. Next step: 
replaced the old top-had diodes in the power supply. I saw a few leaky 
capacitors, so I replaced all the electrolytics as well. Terrific plate 
voltage, excellent supply regulation, bias voltage on the nose. Problem 
not solved. 


I decided I had about had it. Sent the rig off to Dennis Brothers, who did 
his usual clean-up, etc. The problem? Bad output tubes: the tubes 

looked new, but they clearly were not. New tubes brought the output up 

to 650+ watts. My 30L-1 is now terrific. 


Moral of the story: have a tube tester available, and check every tube 
you receive, even from a "reputable" supplier. And be skeptical of the 
testing: the tube should test well above the borderline acceptable range. 


(For example, the TV-7 reject level is, in most cases, far too low). 


I was burned on this one. Not only did I expend a lot of effort (and 
money) that was unnecessary, but the supplier -- who for the moment 
will remain unnamed -- has refused to give me credit on the tubes 
because I held them more than 90 days. (And, as you all know, Dennis 
Brothers is in high demand: his turn-around is usually about 9 months, 
and worth it.) 


More on this another time. But my purpose was to alert you all to the 
tube question. All of this was provoked by the 6U8 thread!

The story of the purchase of all available S-27 receivers by the 
British military was also mentioned, if I remember correctly, in "The 
Wizard War", an excellent account of scientific intelligence during 


the war by R.V. Jones. It was that reference, in fact, that prompted 
me to buy a S-27. 


As to privately held amateur gear being drafted into military service, 
there are numerous requests in QST beginning with the January 1942 
issue for amateurs to advise the government of the equipment they are 
willing to sell for military use. The need was so great that not only 
commercial equipment but home brew sets were wanted as well. 


Later, there were requests for panel meters of various types, these 
apparently being in short supply. 


On the personnel side, there were constant requests in 1942 and later 
for radiomen (apparently, radiowomen were not admitted to exist) for 
some jobs I would have xloved* to have, such as those in the expanded 
monitoring services looking for enemy transmissions.

My sad story..... I have just been finishing up the restoration of a B&W 5100B 
that I purchased from an unnamed electronics dealer in Dallas. It was 
advertised as in VG condition but not working. Well, the front panel and 
cabinet were in G (good) condition but the inside was really filthy. I've 
never seen green mold growing on a tank coil until I got this unit. Well 
after a lot of cleaning, testing, reforming electorlytics, and about 12 hours 
on the computer reconstructing the vfo dial paper, I thought I had everything 
going okay. Only it appeard to put out a max of 50 watts on 20 meter cw.... 
I passed this off as just not having my swr meter on the bench calibrated. 
Well, it put out only fifty watts in the operating position with a different 
wattmeter. Back to the bench for some measurements....grid and screen bias 


okay on the finals....plate voltage 300 volts!!! To end this story....some 
idiot had replaced the plate transformer with one that only puts out 600 v.c.t. 
instead of the 1200 v.c.t original. 


Anyone got a B&W 5100 parts unit or plate transformer they want to sell or 
trade? I need something that is 1200 to 1300 v.c.t. at about 350 ma. No 
filament windings needed.

Sit back and drank and give thanks to Hank for his AVC article. 

I'd been wondering why some sets -- like my Philco 118 with 2 IFs -- 
has no AVC on the 2nd IF, even tho its detector seems to overload 

on strong signals. Maybe Philco used a sharp-cutoff£ 77 in the 2nd IF 
since they didn't want a variable-mu tube handling a strong IF signal 
and causing distortion. I'll have to check the set to see if the 

2nd IF is a 78 like the first one (variable mu) or a 77. 


Also I've been considering extending AVC to the RF amp in my RA-17. 

Nasty to hack with a British classic, but this set's dynamic range 

is so limited that it can't handle a wildly fading SW signal without 
overloading when the signal is good and losing it in the converter noise 
during the deep fades. (This Racal has a manual antenna attenuator control 
ahead of the RF, much like the "volume controls" of the early radios 

Hank mentioned. ) 


Finally, note that top-flight comm rx can have a very "flat" AGC curve, 
giving nearly constant output over the entire usable signal range. 

When I first got my SP-600, I hooked up a speaker and powered it up and 
went looking for my antenna feed. I tuned it to a local BC powerhouse 
and could barely hear it with no antenna. As I brought my hand and 

the antenna connector near the radio's jack, the signal came up a bit 
but was still noisy. When I made the connection the voice didn't 

get any louder, just cleaner, while the S meter went from left pin 

to right pin! Nice radio. 


Post finally, a rule of thumb is that the more AVC controlled stages a 
radio has, the better the AVC action will be. The SP-600 has at least 
four stages (2 RF, 2 IF, and maybe a mixer or two), but the Racal 

has only 2 IF stages (they wisely avoid the mixers). Anyway, not only 
is a rx better for having an RF stage and more than one IF, but it 
will give flatter AVC control. 


Yet another "final" xmsn -- Hank is right about local oscillators that 
change freq with AVC voltage. CW note wanders around as you play 

with the RF gain, and SSB is impossible with AVC on. I've even used 
the RF gain to fine-tune SSB signals on a set I won't name. 


Oddly, this effect seems worst on Sorry-State gear -- but how AVC works 
on those is a whole 'nuther subject. Maybe Hank will post something 
over on VSS, or maybe I will. 73, mike k w9nrd

Some collectors and dealers will ask more or less; Rare units such 

as the RAT or the T-17 160 mtr transmitter can command very 

high prices. It's important to remember that common units such as 

the BC-453 or BC-458 are xnotx rare, they are just sitting in people's 
garages waiting for them to croak. More come on the market with 

every estate sale. Even though it's in my vested interest to inflate 
the value of common units, they are not worth the $100 

some people ask for them. 

This is one collector's opinion, though it's an informed one. 


Current market values based on prices I've paid, sold for 
and seen in US$ (sorry; don't know the exchange rate): 


>T-18/ARC-5 Black - made by Aircraft Radio Corp...Fair condition. 
Harder to find and easy to put on 160 mtrs. 

Assuming it is complete and in in fair/working shape, 

meaning it needs cleaning / dirty relays / paint / tubes weak, 
but otherwise all there and intact, $40-$45. 


>BC-457-A...Good condition, except the tank coil has been 
>removed and the antenna loading coil scale is cracked. 
>BC-457-A...fair to poor condition, VT136 tubes missing but this 
>one has crystal..... Antenna loading coil scale is cracked.... 
>Many scratches and dents. 

BC-457 and 458 units are very common.

The BC-453 is extremely common, half a million having been made. 
They bring about $25 in good shape. 

However, the RCAF modded units are more rare and sought

Well I finally was able to find a Heathkit AT-1 and Antenna Coupler AC-1which 
replicates my novice rig of the mid-1950's. Unwrapping it from the boxes 
it arrived in got me about as excited as I can remember being 40 years ago when 
the kits arrived from Benton Harbor. 

First thing I noticed though was that it seemed to weigh more than I 
recalled. So I removed the case, and found a 2E26 in place of the 6L6, and 
though I cannot tell for sure yet, the xfmr seems heavier and probably puts out 
more voltage and can handle more current than the orginal xfmr. 

The good news is that this mod was done in a way that is reversible. 

There are no extra holes, or any other changes that would prevent me from 
restoring it to a 6L6. 

My question is this: Should I just keep this mod1E}{, replace the caps, 
and just have fun with a 2E26, or restore it to a 6L6? Anyone happen to have 
an article, schematic or other info on this 2E26 mod? Externally, there is 
no clue that this AT-1 had been modified...

I wanted to share a use for the MFJ-249 SWR Analyzer with your 
receiver collection. Some ideas have sprung up in the shack 
over time. This is perhaps the most useful at my QTH. 


This thing is a quite nice little sig-gen. Not very stable but 
with a counter readout doesn't need to be; and sure is easier to 
carry around the receiver racks than a URM-25! It has made the use 
of non-calibrated receivers much easier. 


Frinstance: I'm currently using an NC-183D on 160 AM. With no 

160 bandspread on the dial, freqs are easy to find by dialing up 
the MFJ and hunting for it's carrier. In about five minutes time, 
I made a 3x5 card listing of log points on the receiver BS dial 

by setting the 249 every 5KC and finding the sig. After this, it is 
really easy to find the set point on the main dial by using the 
analyzer as an adjustable ‘Frequency Standard'. In this case, at 
2.0 MCS. (SRI, but says CYCLES on my dials). Anything with a PW 
dial becomes much more hospitable with this system, too. 


A small wire antenna will put out a sig, but with connection to ur 
T-match, you can adjust the match off the air then count the xmitter 
output. That might limit some of the carriers on my puny Viking II 


signal! You will need a capacitive divider for both TX and RX cal- 
ibrating. The thing puts out a couple MW and the input must be 
limited to 5 volts....So treat the little bugger like your last 
good WD-11!

In an article by Homer Blincoe, the GE Phasatron tube is discussed as an 
early technique for generating phase modulation. Someplace in my library, 
I have a fairly complete description of this tube including cut-away 
drawings and a full theory of operation. I would imagine if anyone has 
one today, it would be rather valuable to collectors. 


I once ran across an RCA book in a used book store that detailed the early 
history of FM. It included many of the original RCA internal technical 
reports on fidelity and propagation effects. I can kick myself for 
passing it up. One transmitter design was quite interesting. It used a 
special cathode ray tube with a fine spiral metallization on the face 


plate. I believe a low radio frequency was used to intensity modulate the 
beam and the audio went to a set of deflection plates. The resulting 
current from the target anode was thereby phase modulated since the 
effective series inductance was determined by how far the beam was 
deflected before striking the spiral inductance. 


I believe this technique was developed much as the GE method Homer 
described - a way to get around Armstrong's patents.

Turn on the BFO. 


Through a gimick, loosely couple the BFO signal to the 50Kc IF stage.

Using a frequency counter, set the BFO to 50.75 Kc. 

Whew! A frequency counter is a device I don't have. There are two 
things that can be used here. One, of course, is an audio oscillator, 
like an HP200CD. Audio oscillators come in handy for lots of things. 


The other method that can be used to set the BFO frequency is an 
oscilloscope. The period of 50.75 Kc. is 19.7 microseconds. On a Tek 
533A you can read that directly on the 2 usec/div sweep rate. The scope 
needs to be accurately calibrated. However, with a scope like the 
533A, take advantage of the fact that the mid-range 1,2,5 ranges are 
set by the same resistors over several decades, and the 1,2,5 group in 
each decade is set by one capacitor. You can directly calibrate the 2 
usec scale with a 100 Khz calibrator signal. 


To read a sine wave period accurately, center the signal on the screen 
vertically, and make the 0 (graticule center line) crossing happen at 
the first vertical mark. Read the period at the end of the cycle where 
the sine wave is crossing the 0 line in the same direction. With a 100 
Khz reference, you should see two complete cycles, and see the second 
zero crossing right at the 10 CM mark. 


On a scope with delaying sweep, such as a 535A, you can use the 
delaying feature to "walk" the display down a few cycles, and read the 
time value directly from the helipot as multiples of 19.7 musec, in "A 
delayed by B" (or "main sweep delayed" on the older scopes). In this 
case, the B sweep must be accurately calibrated, but the helipot 
readings are easier to read accurately than the CRT graticule. 


I am, quite frankly, not "big" on frequency counters. The old 
boatanchor variety generally are difficult to calibrate accurately and 
keep in calibration. The newer ones may be better, but cost $$$$. 
Getting accuracy out of scope readings requires a bit of skill, anda 
bit of work to make sure that the "unknown" you are reading is relative 
to a "known" (such as a 100Khz crystal, in this case). 


Another method, using a scope and a VFO generator, is to use a 
lissajous figure. Set the VFO for 101.5 Khz and connect it to the 
scope vertical. Connect the BFO output to the scope external 
horizontal input. When the BFO is at 50.75 Khz, you will get a 


Heath, bless'em, solved this problem for once and for all as far as I'm 


two-lobed "crown" that doesn't appear to rotate. Of course, this 
relies on accuracy of the 101.5 Khz. If you have a 100 Khz crystal, 
you can set the generator to 100 Khz. and trust the dial calibration 
for the 1.5 additional Khz. Lissajous figures are very precise in 
determining frequency ratios, and can be used up to about 10:1 with a 
5-inch scope. Of course, keep in mind that you get stable patterns 
with all small whole number ratios, such as 3:2, 4:3, etc. For N:1, 
make sure you have a single cycle on one axis. 


While not applicable to a frequency as high as 50 Khz, I'll mention 

that commercial power at either 50 or 60 Hz. is a "low freq WWV." With 
lissajous figures, you can measure points between 10 and 600 Hz. very 
accurately. 

Do the peaking and tweaking called for in the IF alignment instructions. 
When you are done with the IF, reset the BFO frequency back to 50 Kc. 

It's just that simple and the procedure actually works. I've used this 
"trick" to adjust the IFs on my Mohawk (where I learned it), on an SX-100, 
and on an SX-115. Haven't had a bit of trouble.

Greetings, Charles. I typically use the type of antenna you have in 
mind - a wire end fed with coax - with good results for SWL purposes. 
My reason for using a coax feed is to keep as much shack-generated 
noise from computers and such from reaching the antenna. 


As to the 50 ohm coupler, the impedance of the antenna at the point 
the coax connects to it will vary wildly depending on frequency so 
providing a match between the coax and the wire is not practical - nor 
is it necessary according to most people. One thing that does seem to 
work well according to some list members is a magnetic balun such as 
the MLB-1 made by Palomar Engineers ($39.95, Box 462222, Escondido, CA 
92046, Phone: 619-747-3343). I havent used one myself but plan to 
give one a try. 


>2. Is there some way to feed multiple 50 ohm BA's from a single antenna? I 


>am thinking of something like the splitters we use for cable TV. 
>Problem is, I really can't afford any signal attenuation. Maybe a switch 
>would be better, could I use a standard rotary type of switch in an 


>aluminum box? 


I use the cable TV splitters for scanner work but I suspect the 
insertion loss at HF would be quite high. If you don't need to run 
multiple receivers at the same time, almost any switching scheme would 
work. There are of course multi-position coaxial switches but I 
believe the rotary switch in a box you mention or even less 
sophisticated arrangements would work well.

What a timely question. Read on and you'll see why. 


Here at Radio Free Pollock Pines, I've run all my receivers simultaneously 
from a single antenna for several years. The hook up has been pure brute 
force. I run coax and T connectors past the rear of each receiver, 
connecting to each one in turn. 


This has worked very well. The only difficulty has been in determining the 
connection sequence to minimize interaction among the various sets. What 
I've found empirically is that my Drake receiver must be the very last 
receiver in the daisy chain and the others, various hallicrafters, National, 
and Hammarlund, can be connected in any order. 


Until recently this was entirely satisfactory. It changed to 
unsatisfactory when I wanted to connect two Drake receivers on this "antenna 
bus". They can't both be "last", so I ran into problems immediately. 


This weekend, I've been experimenting with a really dumb sounding cure for 
this. To my mild amazement, what I've done Seems To Work. Here's what I did. 


First off, I bought a Radio Shack Audio/Video 3-Way Distribution Amplifier 
(Catalog #15-1103). This ought to raise eyebrows just as soon as you check 
the catalog to see what this is. Let me explain.... 


This gadget is *not*x an RF amplifier, or at least it isn't intended as such. 
It is a three channel amplifier for distribution of two audio channels and 
one video channel. What made the goofy idea of using this seem almost 
plausible was the spec on the back that said the unit was good from 10Hz to 
10Mhz. It turned out to be a lot better than that. 


I swept the video channel and found that it would operate well beyond 30MHz. 
For grins, I also swept the two audio channels and found that they, too, 


will operate beyond 30MHz!!! 


You see where this is heading, don't you? 


Once I discovered the wide frequency range of this distribution amplifier, I 
hooked it up to drive three of my receivers simultaneously, an SX-100, a 2B, 
and an R4B. Previously this combination was completely unworkable; I could 
hook either the 2B or the R4B to the antenna bus, but not both 
simultaneously. 


All three receivers performed perfectly. 


When I get a Round Tuit, I'll reconfigure the distribution amplifier to 
drive even more receivers. What I'll do is use two of the video channel 
outputs to drive each of the audio channel inputs. Then I'll take the audio 
channel outputs (of which there will be a total of 6) to each of the 
receivers in the radio room. 


So that's the long version of an improbable answer to a simple question. I 
wouldn't have believed this would work if I hadn't looked at the frequency 
response of this amplifier myself and hadn't heard the results with my own 
ears. Give it a try and see for yourself.
